of the peninsula with winds up to 
150 miles an hour after hammer- 
ing the east coast and slashing 
through the Lake Okeechobee re- 
gion.

Up and down the "gold coast' 


from Hollywood to Vero Beach—a 
stretch of 120 miles—the storm 
left houses unroofed, trees uproot- 
ed, shrubbery torn to ribbons. 


Gales of 60 to 75 miles per hour 


covered the north and central por- 
tions of the peninsula and strong 
winds in squalls extended south to 
the keys. 


The storm may turn to a more 


northerly course in the next \2 
hours, the weather bureau said. 
The great disturbance was tagged 
as "still a, very dangerous storm" 
after boiling up from the Atlantic, 


A HURRICANE HITS!

Delray Beach, Fla., Aug. 27—(AP)—Beds flew out of 


third floor apartment windows and sailed a full block away. 


Wooden and metal doors sped through the air like magic 


carpets. 


These were the tales of residents along this hard-hit 


hurricane coastal area today. And they could show the evi- 
dence to support their hair-raising stories. 


A journey northward from Miami on the heels of last 


night's hurricane showed damage and debris growing worse 
by the mile from Pompano Beach up to West Palm Beach. 


At Boca Raton the front of a house had collapsed in the 


yard. 


Just south of Delray Beach a metal "house trailer was 


scattered over more than 50 feet of roadside. Bedsprings lay 
off to one side while a sofa was upturned at the other end 
of the wreckage. 


Only a small stove stood upright on the bare trailer floor. 


Clothing flapped from the debris. 


A solid steel box car loaded with lumber was smacked 


off a railroad track. 


A worried motorist ran his car on a ramp under the 


Delray Beach freight station, for a refuge from the fury of 
the hurricane. Part of the station used as a Red Cross shel- 
ter for Negroes, fell down on the car. 


Assistant Police Chief E. B. Deese estimated at least 


half the houses in Delray Beach had suffered some damage. 


Parts of the palm-lined highway between Delray Beach 


and Lake Worth looked as if insects had stripped, many of 
the trees of limbs and gnawed many others completely down. 


Police Officer D. E. Majewski in Lake Worth gave a 


capsule version of his town: "It looks like a steamroller ran 
through this place." 


Majewski, a veteran of rough weather in Iceland and 


the English channel, said he had never seen anything like 
the storm there last night. 


Authorities throughout the area said they could make 


no estimate of cash damage until later today but it would 
be very heavy. 


Almost miraculously, there were no reports of serious 


injuries or deaths.

Radio's 'Giveaway' World Confused 


All is confusion in radio's give-away world. The major 


networks plan early court tests of the FCC's new ban on 
give-away shows and meantime the lawyers are having a 
field day speculating about which stations might escape the 
ruling. . 


Under the FCC edict, most give-aways are branded as 


lotteries and they would thus be illegal. The ban becomes 
effective Oct. 1. FCC says it may refuse to renew the-li- 
censes of stations which broadcast such programs after that 
date. 


Should the ruling stand up in court, the impact on radio 


would be heavy. The big networks feature nearly 40 regu- 
lar give-aways and local outlets play up countless more. 
About SIO.000,000 a year is said to be offered in prizes on 
these programs. More than 30,000,000 persons listen to the 
three biggest shows alone, according to network claims. 


For four years now these programs have been pouring 


out a flood of widely varied prizes—the greatest customer 
bonanza in the history of American merchandising. Ice- 
boxes, luggage, jewelry, thousands of cans of food, trips 
around the country, whole orchards, French poodles com- 
plete with a year's supply of nourishment, and even a gold- 
plated lawn mower have been bestowed upon startled but 
grateful citizens all over the United States. 


In fact, so amazing are the gifts on occasion that sharp- 


tongued Fred Allen, the radio comedian, did not seem far 
off the mark when he once burlesqued the give-away show 
with a prize list including such doubtful benefits as 2000 
pounds of putty, 6000 yards of dental floss and a huge mound 
of dirt "delivered to your door." 


Naturally the courts must decide whether give-aways are 


lotteries as the FCC contends. 
One radio lawyer already 


has pointed out that another government department, the 
post office, seems to take an opposite, view. And, histori- 
cally, that agency has always been extremely strict in de- 
termining what constitutes a lottery. 


Critics of the decision also are making a lot of the fact 


that it was actually decreed by a minority of the FCC. The 
ruling was approved 3 to 1 but three members were absent. 


The adverse vote was cast by Miss Hennock, who raised 


still another issue: whether the FCC might not be usurping 
the powers of the justice department or congress itself, in 
acting against the broadcasters. 


It seems to us radio has a greater responsibility in this 


matter than simply resolving the legal questions. The real 
puzzle is how far radio ought to carry this give-away game, 
if in the end it should be free to do as it pleases. 


Radio's heavy reliance on give-aways is actually a de- 


fault on its responsibility to entertain. It amounts to say- 
ing that broadcasters cannot find a winning formula for en- 
tertaining the public, so they have taken to rewarding people 
instead. 
Give-aways are easy and they bring a sure-fire 


audience: but they're hardly an imaginative contribution to 
American life.

who like to leap into contracts 
are called "Leaping Lena's," and 
you don't want to be one. Take 
your time. Get as much informa- 
tion out of the hand as you can. 
It is surprising how often a player 
will be able to count every trick 
in the combined hands with such 
information. 


South should open the bidding 


with one diamond. North, with a 
two-suit hand, should bid the 
longer suit first, two clubs. Most 
beginners holding the South hand 
would become a little anxious, 
holding 150 honors, and bid three 
diamonds. This is not correct. 
South should bid only two dia- 
monds and wait to see what his 
partner will do. 


North's next bid should be two 


hearts, which shows at least five 
clubs and four hearts. He also has 
reversed and does not want the 
bidding to die at less than a game 
contract. If South bids three no 
trump, he may scare North out, 
so he should bid two no trump. 


Now North should jump to four 


clubs, showing a six-card suit. 
South should start counting the 
possible tricks, six clubs and five 
diamonds. He is interested in how 
many aces North holds, 
so 
he 


should use the Blackwood bid of 
four no trump. When North bids 
five hearts, showing two aces. 
South should not make the mis- 
take of bidding a grand slam in 
diamonds, just for the honors, but 
should play it safe and bid seven 
no trump. 


No distribution of any kind can 


beat this contract, while many 
combinations of cards may pre- 
vent South from making a grand 
slam in a suit contract.
